WHITE MEN AS SLAVES. 

Ill Hungary I’rilsnnls Are Hnrllmsril e 
(lie I'lnugli l.lkc Ilea.Is nf lliirilcn. 

Stephen Varkonyi, the leader of tho 
peasants revolution which convulsed 
Hungary during the early months ol 
the year, has just been sentenced to 
one year's imprisonment for high trea¬ 
son. 

The movement which was inaugurat¬ 
ed by Varkonyi, was a revolt against 
the remnants of serfdom, which still 
exist in some parts of Hungary. In 
these districts each |>easant is compell¬ 
ed to work fifty days in the year for 
the landowner without pay. 

These fifty dnys of compulsory la¬ 
bour are not successive, or at fixed in¬ 
tervals, but when the landowner has 
work to lie done be sends a drummer 
through the village, and every male j 
inhabitant is obliged to respond to the I 
summons. 

Thereupon so many men are select¬ 
ed as are required. The landowner al¬ 
most invariably exacts this labour in 
the summer when the peasant's time is 
most valuable to him. 

In summer the peasant can earn as 
much as one shilling a day ; in wunter 
not more than fourpence or sixpencc.l 
In winter the peasants are compelled to 
act as beaters in the magnates' hunts 
for a wage of twopence a day. The oc¬ 
cupation is a dangerous one, and the 
lime is nut counted in the annual fif¬ 
ty days' compulsory laliour. 

The wives of the peasants are requir¬ 
ed to sweep and scrub the local manor 
house once a week without pay. Finally, 
many landowners, use the peasants as 
beasts of burden, harnessing four men 
to the plough instead of two oxen. 

Stephen Varkonyi, who instigated the 
revolt against these degrading condi¬ 
tions of labour, is a sort of Hungarian 
Wat Tyler. He is the son of poor pea¬ 
sants, was educated in the farmyard, 
and graduated in the field. 

He is quite a typical horny-handed 
son of toil, is physically tall, stoutly 
built, with plenty of character, in his 
shaggy head and small eyes, with their 
suggestion of the Mongolian slit, and 
has that rough kind of natural hu¬ 
mor which appeals to the simple, pea¬ 
sant mind. 

Varkonyi, whose power over the ag¬ 
ricultural population of this Cbxntry 
is unbounded, is one of the mosc in¬ 
teresting figures in modern Hungur- 
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the early bird.

In all well regulated Rus¬ 
sian households there is also found 
upon the same t able u roasted pig, 
dressed with boiled buckwheat, or kas- 
che, as it is called, mingled with the 
liver, heart and other edible adjuncts 
ol the unimal. This pig is especially 
raised and killed for Christmaa day. 
It weighs never more than seven or 
eight pounds. 

Accompanying these there is the 
pasca, a mixture of wine cheese, cream, 
butler, sugar and raisins, which are 
all placed together in a wooden bowl 
and allowed to stand for 24 hours. 
There is also the koulische, a cake 
plentifully filled with raisins, and 
then, as a little side dish, are the vari¬ 
colored eggs that all good Russians 
are expected to eat with suit that has 
been purified by roasting. The even¬ 
ing meal is composed of great dishes of 
simages and immense Joints of foist¬ 
ed veal, which, together with the 
black bread peculiar to the country, is 
eagerly devoured and washed down 
with pi rn'ifulf libations of koumiss am!

he liver atypical sun: its Latin derivation is from 
umbra, a shade. A curious statement 
about this is made by an early Italian 
writer. "I do not think much of um¬ 
brellas,” he says: "a physician told me 
they were dangerous, because they 
gathered the heat in a pyramid and 
thence threw it down on the head.” 
There were superstitions that the um¬ 
brella was sacred in all the Oriental 
countries. The early Christian 
church, just as it madie St. Valentine’s 
Day out ot a former heathen festival, 
began also to transmute this reverence 
for umbrellas into something in keep¬ 
ing with Christianity. In a manu¬ 
script left in a monastery ages ago, 
the margin is illuminated with strange 
designs of umbrella-like trees, sug¬ 
gestive at the same time of the cross 
or "tree” on which our Lord was cruci¬ 
fied, and the umbrella of the Orient. 
Later, in the twelfth century, the Pope 
permitted the Doge of Venice, in his 
stute processions, to have suspended 
over him a gorgeous umbrella of 
gold brocade, at the summit of which 
was a small gold statue of the Annun¬ 
ciation. 

History shows <hat the umbrella 
came from the East, reaching first 
Italy, then Spain and France and af¬ 
terward England and Germany. The 
pendulum now is swinging buck aguin 
and the last commercial statistics show 
that the city of Paris is exporting liOO,- 
tOl) umbrellas annuully to Turkey, 
Sairey Gamp, and her immortal ttrn- 
brellas were manufactured for ship¬ 
ment to Burmah. 

The use of alpaca covering was pat¬ 
ented in 1818 by William Sangster, an 
Englishman. The variety of cover¬ 
ings has rapidly increased until now 
more than fifty kinds of gloria silk 
alone are used. The genuine German 
gloria is regarded as one of the best 
makes. Taffetas also are freely used, 
as are many combinations of silk and 
wool, silk and cotton and silk and 
linen. 

Daniel Defoe made a hit which will 
never be forgotten when he described 
the efforts of Robinson Crusoe to make 
an umbrella for himself on his desolate 
island. In Paris an umbrella is often 
spoken of as ”un Robinson," in mem¬ 
ory of the story. So with Dickens's 
Sairey Gamp, and her immortal um¬ 
brella. A "Gamp” is English slang 
for an umbrella. 
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QUEER NOTION OF BEAUTY. 

It is curious to note the queer ideas 
of beauty which characterize different 
nations. In Fiji the native women 
paint their faces with red and white 
stripes as an ornament. The women 
of Greenland cover their faces with 
blue and yellow, while Arabian beau- 
tie stain their lips blue and their fin¬ 
gers and toes red. 

The pearly teeth of the poet and nov¬ 
elist would not be valued by some of 
the Eastern and Polynesian nations. In 
Macassar the women paint their teeth 
red and yellow, in such a way that a 
red tooth follows a yellow one, and al¬ 
ternately. The teeth of the Tonquin- 
ese are as black as art can make them.

A Berlin correspondent writes: The 
intensity of the struggle for existence 
in wl)ich Germany is at present en¬ 
gaged is sadly illustrated by the sta¬ 
tistical report of the Education De¬ 
partment. L 

During the ten years ending in 1896, 
407 school children, 331 boys and 76 
girls In Prussia alone, succumbed un¬ 
der the strain of education, and took 
their own lives before they had ar¬ 
rived at the age of fifteen. It Is ex¬ 
tremely significant that without a sin¬ 
gle exception the children were pupils 
of elementary schools and schools where 
Lraining for a particular profession is 
g'iven. 

The German educational methods and 
institutions are held up as models, and 
rightly so, to the other commercial na¬ 
tions of the world. To them is un¬ 
doubtedly due in a large measure the 
commercial success which Germany has 
attained. 

The question is, has this success 
been attained by sapping the heart 
blood of the nation ? The sonB of the 
sturdy victors at Sedan and Gravelotte 
had stamina enough to overcome and 
profit by the strain of such a school 
education as their statesmen prescrib¬ 
ed. Whether the present generation 
can stand it, seems, to a foreign ob¬ 
server, doubtful. The pale faces and 
generally weakly-bodies of the youth 
of Berlin, for example, I refer entirely 
to the working classes, are not wholly 
accounted for by town life. 

In an article In the current number 
of the German " Imperial Gazette,” on 
" National Economics,” it is slated 
that in Prussia, out of a total popu¬ 
lation of nearly thirty-two millions, 8,- 
740,000 heads of families and persons 
with an independent existence, with 
their families, representing nearly 70 
tier cent, of the population, do not earn 
£45 per annum. 

This shows that the ordinary working 
man is very poor, and us meat of all 
kinds is terribly dear in Prussia, it is 
evident that the pupils of elementary 
schools cannot, as a rule, receive the 
nourishment necessary to sustain them 
during their hard school life. 

A nation cannot flourish long when 
its working class is not thoroughly 
able, and the suicides of school children 
referred to above should be a warning 
note both to Germany and other na¬ 
tions eager to imitate her educational 
system.

This mutilation of the teeth is ob¬ 
served by many of the savage or un¬ 
civilized races in various parts of the 
world. In the Malay Archipelago the 
natives file their teeth into pointH like 
those of s saw or pierce them with holes 
into which they insert studs. The Ma¬ 
cassar people sometimes pull out (wo 
front teeth, in order to supply their 
place with teeth of pure gold or sil¬ 
ver. Some African tribes knock out 
their front teeth, on the ground that 
they do not wish to look like beasts 
On the Upper Nile four front teeth are 
always knocked out, but further south 
only the two upper incisors are dispens¬ 
ed with. 

In some parts of the world, the shape 
of the head is of great importance. 
Many American Indians admire a head 
so extremely flattened as to appear to 
us idiotic. The natives of the north¬ 
west coast compress the head into a 
pointed cone, while the inhabitants of 
Arnkhan, admire a broad, smooth fore¬ 
head, and in order to produce it they 
fasten a pla e of lead on the heads 
of the new born children. 

In some countries the feminine head- 
gear iB carried, to singular extravag¬ 
ance. The Chinese lady carries on her 
head the figure of a bird, which is 
composed of copper or gold, according 
to the quality of the owner. The My- 
antse women carry on their heads a 
thin board, about a foot long and six 
inches broad. With this they cover their 
hair and seal it with wax. 

With the Tahitnns to tie called "long 
nose ” is considered an insult and they 
compress the noBes and foreheads of 
their children for the sake of beauty. 
The same custom is prevalent among 
the Malays and the natives of Brazil. 
In some parts of the world the nose 
is pierced, rings, sticks, feathers and 
other ornaments, being inserted in the 
holes. 

The ancient Egyptians and Assyrians 
used paint to make their eyebrows seem 
wider ; the Arabians of the present day 
go a step further in the use of paint. 
They endeavor to produce the impression 
that their eyebrows grow down to the 
middle of the nose and meet there. 
Persian women paint a black line 
around their eyes and ornament their 
faces with a variety of figures. The 
Indians of Paraguay eradicate their 
eyebrow* and eyelashes, saying that 
they do not wish to look like horBes. 

In China and neighbouring countries 
dhe finger nails are allowed to grow 
No a monstrous length as a symbol of 
' hohilitv. ladies wearing silver cases to 



defences. By occupying herself chiefly 
with affairs in Northern China, espec 
billy that part of China which borders 
on Russia’s own possessions, and with 
the railway in Munchuriu, Russia will 
be a "warning signal to the, British, 
even in the south of China. Russia 
could then proceed,” says the journal, 
"to develop her territory in the direc¬ 
tion of Afghanistan, and prepare her¬ 
self for the supreme combat which she 
must inevitably huve, sooner or later, 
with Great Britain, profiting at the 
same time by the latter having scat¬ 
tered her forces in all directions—an 
error by which she will have weaken¬ 
ed herself in India. It is absolutely 
essential that Russia should fight this 
supreme bottle on land, and not on sea, 
encountering h r adversary simultane¬ 
ously in the north of China und nt t 
gates of India." The "Orashdaqyt 
rejects all notion of an eventual rap¬ 
prochement with Great Britain, the in¬ 
veterate enemy of Russia, from whom 
the latter can look for an advantage, 
and it advocates, on the. contrary, an 
alliance with Germany, in which 
France might be induced to join. 

POETESS ON BEAUTY. 

A Poetess of passion has written an 
article on the art of keeping young. 
She does not cnll it that and she de¬ 
votes nearly all her space to complex¬ 
ions. Of figures, or hair, or dress, 
or idens she says not a word. She says 
women do not paint or calcimine their 
faoes in this enlightened age, but they 
do work over them and think about 
them and spend money on them. They 
do not tell the men of their acquaint¬ 
ance the brand of cold creum or the 
make of loofah they employ, because 
men are prejudiced beings and cannot 
conceive of virtue and pearl powder 
in the same person. Man thinks soap 
and wuter sufficient cosmetics for any 
woman. The poetess of passion flouts 
him; she says there are scores of ex¬ 
cellent persons of the feminine per¬ 
suasion who never use soap on their 
faces.

Stir in, also, two tabiespoonsful of 
glycerine and one of honey. The for¬ 
mer may be omitted if it, does not 
agree with the skin. At the Inst add 
a few drops of any nice scent. The 
saucepan should be kept in hot water 
until the ingredients are well mixed, 
then removed and the contents stirred 
every few minutes until perfectly cold. 
It is now ready to be packed in small 
pots, like those tbit copie with extract 
of beef, and covered with paper dipped 
in the white of an egg, to become air¬ 
tight. The face should be washed with 
good soap and hot water, shading off 
to cold, over night, and ibis omttnent 
massaged into the skin.

FORTIFIED MONASTERY.' 


Where the Honks Showed Contempt for 
Itrlit-h tttsrhs. 

For a country the ruler of which 
holds such emphatic views on the sub- 
ject of universal peace, Russia holds 
the strongest fortified institution in 
the world. It is the monastery of Solo- 
vetsk, and if any military jxperts de¬ 
sire points as to the best Vnethod ot 
protecting vital spots, they lean do no 
better than pay a visit to |bis abode 
of monks and take a few lessons in 
practical defence from the practical 
brethren who live there. 

Grunite bowlders from tba chief pro¬ 
tection. They are arranged in a formid¬ 
able circle completely enclosing the 
monastery. At no point in the solid 
wall could the attacks of an enemy 
make an impression. The huge rocks 
make a line nearly a mile in circum¬ 
ference. 

It was during the period of the 
Crimean War that the strength ot the 
fortifications was tested and proved. 
The walls and the towers held huge 
guns, and the men behind the guns 
knew their business, which was to pour 
a fire into the British White Sea 
Squadron.. The monastery, which con¬ 
sists of six churches, held a valuable 
store of precious stones and statuary. 
The monks did Hot remain inside dur¬ 
ing the shelling of their home, but 
coolly walked around the ledge* of the 
granite walls to show their indiffer¬ 
ence to the work of the attacking 
forces. 

The monastery is a noted place, and 
it is estimated that the yearly number 
of pilgrims visiting it amounts to 10,- 
000. Monks man the steamers which 
carry these crowds of men and women 
anxious to see the fortifications and ths 
relics in the ah lurches-

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THE BRITISH MARKET. 

While in London recently I made a 
)oint of visiting that great fruit, 
lower and vegetable market, Covent 
Jarden, at least once a day, princi¬ 
pally to see what Canadian produce 
night he offering. At that time of 
die year, November and December, 
ipples were to the fore. On one Mon- 
lay pi December no less than 3,000 
larrels of Canadian apples were sold, 
onsisting of Spitz, Ben Davis, Bald- 
vins, Northern Spy, Greenings, and 
ither varieties. The price realized at 
notion ranged from four to five 
ollars pier barrel. These apples were 
ne shipment from Nova Scotia, 
’here were other large shipments from 


significance, showing as it does not 
only tbs vast increase in tbs national 
trade for the year, bat also the undeni¬ 
able manner in wbioh Montreal has 
established itself as the national port, 
thereby justifying the action of the 
Government last session in rendering 
substantial assistance to the harbor 
commissioners in improving and de¬ 
veloping the facilties of the port. The 
year’s collections were nearly 40% of 
the total customs revenue of the 
Dominion, the figures being 18,188,900 
as against $6,992,300, in 1897, or an 
increase of $1,200,000, notwithstand¬ 
ing the reductions on British goods. 
Collector White declares that “ The 
mere increase in revenue gives a very 
inadequate idea of the growth of the 
work of the port.” There were no less 
than 180,899 entries during the year, 
an increase of nearly 20.000 over 1897. 
In spite of this, there has been no in¬ 
crease in the clerical staff, and the 
expenditure for salary and contingen¬ 
cies is nearly $15,000 less than it was 
in the early nineties. 

TRADE WITH GREAT BRITAIN. 

As the following despatch appears 
in the Mail & Empire, it will probably 
be accepted as correct by Opposition¬ 
ists ; friends of the government will 
not desire to question its correctness :— 
*• The first fruits of the new Canadian 
tariff are evidenced in the Board of 
Trade returns for 1898 which shows 
increased exports to Canada of 10 per 
cent. The chief increases were, cotton 
piece goods $440,000, earthenware 
§150,000, woollens $345,000, cutlery 
$580,000, spirits $170,000 : while tin 
plate decreased $260,000.” Some lines 
of Canadian exports to Great Britain 
have decreased, the chief being cheese 
$2,000,000, animals $1,500,000, lumber 
$500,000,: while wheat and flour have 
increased $2,100,000, bacon $2,300,000, 
and butter *1,100,000. The last month 
or two of the year however show that 
the growth of trade is rapidly increas¬ 
ing. 

DAIRYING IS PROSPEROUS. 

The great progiess that has been 
made in developing the dairying in¬ 
terests of Canada has been more than 
once referred to in these letters, and 
the annual address of the President of 
the Eastern Ontario Butter and Cheese 
Assoc ation. now in session in Kings¬ 
ton, substantiates the encouraging re- 
poitineveiy particular. Having re¬ 
cognized the splendid assistance and 
encouragement given to the business 
by the intelligent and progressive 
policy of the Federal Government, and 
also by the Provincial authorities, 
Piesideut Derbyshire urged upon his 
hearers the necessity of the closest 
attention to Jthe details of manage¬ 
ment and manufacture, in the improv¬ 
ing of the factories and curing rooms, 
the better care of btock, the securing 
of tiie best facilities for obtaining a 
plentiful supply of good cheap food 
etc., declaring that with the Govern¬ 
ment aid now available the possibi¬ 
lities of the trade are practically un¬ 
limited. No department of the admin¬ 
istration deserves more at the hands 
of the farmers than does that under 
the management of Hon. Sidney 
Fisher, and this fact is evidently re¬ 
cognized by the very men in whose 
interests that department is being con¬ 
ducted.

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THE DEAN AND HIS WIFE. 
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A Little Surprise For «t Roomful of 
Blackguards. 

The following was told by Lord de Ros: 
In the early part of the century Vatixhall 
wag the resort of many respectable per¬ 
sons, especially of thoso who came up from 
the country to see Loudon sights. During 
one season It was infested by a band of 
roughs, who made It their occupation to 
Insult and molest the most quiet, decent 
people, especially any whom they guessed 
to be country visitors. They became such 
a nuisance that several men about town, 
among whom were Lord Alvanley and 
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Nova Scotia and from Ontario. Ap- 
piis packed ip barrels always get more 
ar less bruised, and to remedy this the 
American exporter has taken to pack¬ 
ages, which are oblong boxes holding 
about half a bushel each. There were 
thousands of these boxes on sale at 
different times, principally* from 
Oregon. The fruit is selected as to 
size, and as the boxes have to be car¬ 
ried, does not get bruised and con¬ 
sequently makes a better appearance 
for table use Canadian apples are 
well-liked in Britain, and if the best 
wore selected and packed in boxes, a 
good return would be assured for the 
small ex*tra trouble of assorting and 
packing. In other products, the 
Canadian articles are well to the 
front, beef, hams, bacon, cheese, butter 
md eggs, finding favour witl^the 
public, in preference to the prfjfeifcts 
if other countries. It is quite a,hpm- 
tnon thing to see Canadian ChMtdar 
abelled on large cheeses, price being 
usually 14c. per pound. Some of the 
largest grocers and provision mer¬ 
chants in the leading London thorough¬ 
fares having good displays of large 
cheeses. There was a big shipment of 
turkeys from Ontario arrived in 
London early in Christmas week, and 
from 16c. to 20c. per lb. were the prices 
obtained. Fine large birds fetching 
the highest prices. 

A quicker ocean voyage is the one 
thing needful to give Canadian pro- 
luce a fair chance. Ships from 
American ports accomplish the passage 
icross file Atlantic in less time than 
lo those from Canadian ports, although 
the distance is greater. J P. 

MATTERS POLil'lCAL. 

Ottawa, Jan. 14 'The efforts of the 
Canadian High Commissioner to secure 
in opportunity for Canadian packers to 
tender for Imperial Admiralty supplies 
ire likely to prove successful. The 
luthorities have notified him that the 
Cords of the Admiralty, “ Will be 
very pleased to invite any Canadian 
firm of packers who may apply and 
who may prove ability to carry out 
the contract, to tender.” Tenders for 
Admiralty supplies are only leceived 
from films whose position is above 
reproach, whose goods have proved 
iuitable for use in the navy, and who 
ire able to prove to the satisfaction of 
he Admiialty authorities that they 
lave facilities for carrying out their 
:ontract. There should be more than 
me Canadian house in a position to 
neet these requirements, and take 
tdvantage of this excellent oppor- 
unity to engage in an important 
rade.

In the course of one of its periodical 
squibs against the Government’s im¬ 
migration policy, the Mail & Empiie 
observes •* It is remarkable that the 
Government does not try to get out 
some British settlers. If the retired 
statesmen who are acting as.emigra¬ 
tion agents over the water would do 
something, we might divert to Can¬ 
ada at least a portion of the stream of 
emigration now making for Australia.” 

The best answer to this may be 
found in the last Imperial emigration 
returns, which bring the figures up to 
the end of November. These figures 
show that during the first eleven 
months of the year, there were 3,000 
more emigrants left British ports for 
Canada than for the Cape, and 6,000 
more than left for Australia ; the 
totals being English 14,861, Scotch 
1,687, Irish 853, or a total of 17,400. 
Thousands of Anglo-Saxons have also 
moved into the Canadian North-West, 
from the United States, when the 
returns for the year are completed, it 
will be found that about 65 per cent of 
the total number of immigrants that 
have come into Canada this last y ear, 
are of Anglo-Saxon origin. The Mail 
& Empire might lavor its readers with 
a few facts occasionally. 

STARTLING STORIES FROM THE FROZEN 
NORTH.' 

Startling stories are again to band 
of alleged destitution and disease in 
tne Klondike. A recent arrival in 
Vancouver, a Mr. Mahouey of Buck¬ 
ingham, Que., is reported as stating 
that there are 3,000 tenderfeet in the 
most abject distress in the outskirts of 
Dawson City. The great majority of 
them are Americans and it is declared 
that unless immediate help be sect 
from from Washingtan, or elsewhere, 
they will die in hundreds like dogs. 
The story, however, appears to be 
generally discredited. At a meeting at 
Seattle of a number of Klondikers well 
pasted on the conditions, Afcp. Barrett, 
a Canadian whose knowledge of the 
situation and good judgment are 
highly thought of here, is reported to 
have declared, “ I cannot understand 
how such a story should gain currency, 
save through a desire of the Dawson 
press to heighten the feeling against 
representatives of the Canadian Gov- 
ejoment now in Dawson. There is 
positively no need for alarm as to the 
supply of food at the mines. No star¬ 
vation is there, Dawson people stand 
together as one, and none need go 
hungry if they will make their wants 
known.” The latest advices received 
here from Administrator Ogilvie cor¬ 
roborates this view of the situation. 

TIIE PROHIBITION PLEBISCITE. 

The final official returns of the pleb¬ 
iscite vote of last September have been 
announced. They show that 543,068 
votes were cast out of a total on the 
voters’ list of 1,233,849. All the Pro¬ 
vinces except Quebeo, gave majorities 
in favor of Prohibition, aggregating 
107,948, while Quebec’s adverse maj¬ 
ority was 94,032, leaving a Majority 
all over the Dominion of 13,916, a 
fraction over one per cent of the total 
registered vote.

CANADA. 

The Cntario Legislature has been 
called Tor Feb. l»t for the despatch ot 
business. 

A syndicate proposes to erect a large 
abattoir at Three Rivers, upon condi¬ 
tions of exemption from taxation. 

The Hamilton Blast Furnace Com¬ 
pany intend to establish a steel plant 
In connection with the blast furnace. 

It is said that the 7th Battalion, at 
London, when reorganized, will con¬ 
sist of six companies instead of eight. 

The house of Mr. Paul Parker was 
burned at Plantagenet, and Mrs. Par¬ 
ker and (wo children perished in the 
fire. 

Fifty-two branches of ebartere’’ 
banks and several private banks were 
opened in Manitoba and the Territor¬ 
ies last year. 

Albert E. Mussen, clerk in the Mer 
chants’ Bank at Montreal, has been 
arrested. His shortag&js said to be 
almost #60,000. 

The Grand Trunk offered Mrs. Casey, 
wife of the engineer who was killed at 
Murray Hill #100 per month for three 
years, which she refused to accept.

The man had not the slightest 
warning as to hie coming arrest, and 
was as surprised as it is possible for a 
man to be. When told that'll war¬ 
rant was issued for his arrest, he asked 
the charge, and upon being told said 
he supposed there was nothing to do 
but go along. The most important 
witnesses against him will be the boy 
and his wife. 

LONG LIST OF ALLEGED CRIMES. 

Joseph L’Heureux is a remarkable 
mnn in many ways, particularly in that 
he has for so many- years successfully 
covered up the traces of what are now 
alleged to be the most serious crimes 
in the calendar. Among the crimes he 
is alleged to have committed are: 

That he poisoned or was in some 
oth?r manner responsible for the death 
of his first wife, who died at Bidde- 
ford, Maine, about twelve y'eais ago 
under very suspicious circumstances. 

That in December, 1894, he poisoned 
or was in some other manner respon¬ 
sible for the death of his second wife 
at Upton village, in the district ot St. 
Hyacinths.

That in 1894 he burned his house and 
a mill to the ground with the object 
of collecting .the insurance money. 

That in March, 1898, he sef fire to 
the bed of his step-son, who awoke be¬ 
fore the flames did much damage. 

That in October, of the same year, he 
set fire to his dwelling on the lower 
floor, and placing a rug saturated with 
turpentine under bis step-son's bed, 
again attempted the boy's life, and 
tried to burn his dwelling. 

The question of exhuming the re¬ 
mains of the second Mrs. L Heureux is 
now being considered by the Attorney- 
General. Though nothing of the body

warm rays of the spring sun melt its 
usefulness away. It was crossed to¬ 
day by two or three dozen of the more 
venturesome. With the great ice pal¬ 
ace, the construction of which was 
commenced to-day at Niagara Falls, 
N.Y., and which will be opened on 
January 21 with a grand display of 
fireworks, the winter will be lively 
Around tbe Falls.

SHOVED THROUGH A COACH.

But it* career 
was not ended until it had jammed the 
tender of the excursion train almost 
from one end to the other of the first 
car from Shamokin. The tender stop¬ 
ped a few seats from the rear door; the 
car, or what was left of it, reeled over, 
carrying with it I be embedded tender, 
the fragments of a dozen Ixidies and 
the imprisoned wounded, who bad been 
carried with the jagged iron on its re¬ 
lentless course through the coach.

Almost all the dead were killed in¬ 
stantly. As the daylight began to die 
huge bonfires, made of the car debris, 
were lighted by the side of the track, 
nnd by the glare of’ their flames the 
wrecking crews worked their ponder¬ 
ous derricks.

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CLOTHES THAT IRON EASILY. 

, 

Did you ever stop to think, when 
buying gowns for the wee ones, that 
i be soft dimities and lawns iron just 
about as easy again as do the heavier 
percales and ginghams? says a writer. 
This is something which should come 
into the consideration of every moth¬ 
er of small girls. I cun iron about 
two thin muslin gowns to one percale, 
rind reallj^the muslin or thin goods 
gowns lust about us well as do the 
heavier ones. The light weight ones 
wnph much easier, too; so, taking it 
all into consideration, it is an econo¬ 
my of time, strength, and probably, 
uf money to put the little ones into 
the pretty light-weight cottons for 
summer. 

A good many advocate not ironing 
a certain kind of clothing and house¬ 
hold linen. I have tried both methods, 
ironing and not ironing, and I have 
roncluded that ironed clothes keep 
clean enough longer to have it pay 
to iron them. The sheets are generally 
folded from the line, and other things, 
too, as much as possible; this saves 
lots of wrinkles that would otherwise 
need pressing out. Sometimes the sheets 
are not ironed, and sumetimes they are, 
but pillow slips and towels certain¬ 
ly are nicer ironed in spite of the 
many to the contrary. I think, it any 
candid prison will try unironed pillow 
slips for three days, and then a pair 
of neatly ironed ones for the same time, 
she will readily see that there is a dif¬ 
ference about the soiling qualities of 
ironed and unironed clothes. 

Towels are no exception, and there 
are not many who prefer a rough 
dried towel to one smoothly ironed.

Then, too, when the iron is too 
cool for the starched things, it may 
be used to rub off a couple of towels, 
perhaps, and so these will get ironed 
alinogl imperceptibly. 

Of coui'so this is rank heresy to one 
who has adopted the non-ironing sys¬ 
tem, but I have used both, and if the 
une who has (he ironing to do is able 
to do it at all, the commoner clothes 
are jroned loo, I must confess, how¬ 
ever, that I' see no advantage in iron; 
ing knit' garments, Turkish hath tow¬ 
els and wash cloUis, flour sack dish 
towels, etc., seem just as well without 
ironing as with. I want |o reiterate 
again about using light-weiht mater- 
inis for children's cotton gowns, and 
for our own white aprons, because 
they do iron so much easier, and really 
look quite as well, if not better.

WHEN THE BUGLE CALL. 

MeMiera Who right Against Attacks of 
Cswarglee. 

After reading of the brilliant ex¬ 
ploits of our gallant troops at' Omdur- 
mun, one may be pardoned for doubt¬ 
ing the existence of cowards in the 
British army, says the London Mail. 

Unfortunately, however, every now 
and then amid the din und crash of 
battle a recruit is seized with a fit of 
cowardice, which ho boldly fights 
ugainst. The attack is often quite inex¬ 
plicable, and nearly always momen¬ 
tary. 

The majority; of men are brave by 
instinct, especially when in the thick 
of a fight. There are, of course, ex¬ 
ceptions to the rule, but generally 
the feeling that the soldier is not a 
sepurate unit, but a cog in a vast 
fighting machine tends to make even 
the most timorous stand shoulder to 
shoulder with his comrades. 

'Jh flihi fear of being thought afraid 
steels the nerves of many a failing sol¬ 
dier, and there is no doubt, that the 
dread of the contempt and indigna¬ 
tion of his fellows is a, most power¬ 
ful stimulant. 

Vei t rarely, indeed, does a British 
soldier allow fear to overcome his 
sense of duty; hut some old veteran 
will occasionally admit that lie hag 
known perhaps one such instance, and 
in reply to the question, "Howl is it 
wo never read of such cases?" he will 
unswer: "One dead man is a small loss 
to a regiment. Besides, one man run¬ 
ning off may cause another to follow 
him, and a panic may thus set in. 
Before any one has time to think 
about it or issue an order, depend upon 
it, one of liis comrades, for the hon¬ 
our of the regiment, puts a bullet 
i hrough him." 

Sir Charles Napier bad nn effective 
method of dealing with cowards. On 
one occasion a flying soldier was stop¬ 
ped by his fellows, who were about to 
shoot him, when the general interven¬ 
ed. 

“(Jive the man another chance," he 
ordered.

day. Bravery ia. sometimes largely 
due to mere lack of sensibility.
